Close Your Eyes and Then 
Quickly Make a Grab for 
the Lobe of Your 
Left Ear. 


“PETER PIPER” MAY HELP 


Lack of Muscular Co-ordination, 
Doctors Say, Indicates 
Weakness of Men- 
tal Power. 


Are you sure that you are perfectly sane? 
Are you sure you possess the proper mental 
poise and that your mind and muscles work 
coordinately? It seems a foolish question 
to ask, doesn’t it? But thousands of peo- 
ple in Chicago took occasion to prove their 
Sanity yesterday by a simple test used by 
medical men. They tried it in their homes, 
their offices, in the streets, on raflroad trains, 
in elevated and surface cars. 

THe TRIBUND yesterday told of a New 
York City magistrate who had applied the 
simple test to a woman, asking her to close 
her eyes and strike the point of her nose 
with the tip of her index firfger. She failed 
to accomplish the trick and was committed 
to the psychopathic ward at Bellevue hos- 
pital for examination by physicians into her 
mental condition. 

After reading the account you promptly 
tried it on yourself. Don’t deny it, for peo- 
ple all over Chicago tried it, and most of 
them emerged victoriously. It is a peculiar 
phase of the curious test that every one who 
hearse of it is constrained to try it. 


Practice These Yourself. 

But if you accomplished the nose and finger 
test and are cocksure of your physical and 
mental fitness, here are a few other 
„stunts,“ simple tests uped by medical men, 
for you to try: 

Close your eyes and make a quick grab for 
the lobe of your ear. Can you seize it,—or 
did you clutch your hair, pinch your cheek, 
or miss entirely? Better cut out the smokes 
and the drinks and tune up. 

Stand with your heels and great toes tight 
together and then close your eyes. Can you 
stand up a minute,—or do you feel dizzy or 
are you forced to open your eyes to keep from 
failing? That's bad—you'd better take a 
good stiff walk every morning. 

Stand with your feet together and then 
raise one foot. Can you stand that way for 
half a minute with your eyes closed? If you 
can’t, you aren't in fit condition and your 
nerves are frayed out. Take a vacation and 
tune up. 

Close your eyes, extend your arms from 
the sides, and try to bring the tips of your 
index fingers together in front of you. Sounds 
Sasy, doesn't it? Well, try it quickly half a 
dozen times and see how many times you 
miss. You'll not be so pouncent of yourself, 


perhaps. 


Try These Tongue Twisters. 

Now try a little vocal exercise. Just a 
sentence, “ Round and round the, rugged 
rock the ragged rascal ran.“ Look at it 
and then repeat it quickly—run right through 
it as if it were a favorite bit of verse. 

Or try this one: How much wood could 
a woodchuck chuck if a woodchuck could 
chuck wood.” Or that old faminNar one, 
Peter Piper picked a peck of pickled pep- 
pers; a peck of pickled peppers Peter Piper 
picked.“ 

Then you might try to say three times: 
„Six long, slim, slick, slender saplings.” 

If you succeed in that, try The rat ran 
over the roof with a piece of red, raw liver.” 

Then there is a little verse which is hard 
for many persons to repeat. Try it. It is: 

Tobaceo hic, tobacco hic; 

When you are well it makes you sick. 
Tobacco hic, tobacco hic; 

It makes you well when you are sick. 

Or try to say ‘‘ Theophilus Thistle, the most 
succeseful thistle sifter, in sifting a sieve of 
unsifted thistles, thrust three thousand this- 
tles through the thick of his thumb.“ 

Good Tests, Doctors Say. 

Can you do them without stumbling and 
stuttering? If you can't the muscles of your 
tongue are not responding to your brain im- 
pulses as they should, Talk to your wife 
more at breakfast time. It'll de good for 
both of you. 

These simple tests asia used by medical 
men to test the muscular coérdination,’’ said 
Dr. O. C. Wilhite, superiritendent of the Dun- 
ning institution for the insane. They are 
not necessarily used to determine a subject’s 
sanity, though sometimes they are indica- 
tions of mental trouble. The tests sometimes 
show symptoms of general paralysis of the 
brain, familiarly known as ‘ brain storm.’ 
But chiefly they are used to show the condi- 
tion of the nervous system. In an insane 
person muscular cobtdination usually is 
poor, and they cannot go through the tests, 
simple as they seem.“

LOSES $5,000 IN SLEEPING CAR 


Woman Wakes to Find Money 
Goue from Under Pillow. 


| TIED UP IN HANDKERCHIEF. 


Coming from Washington to Surprise 
Son Here with Home. | 


Five thousand dollars tied in a handker- 
chief and placed under the pillow of a Pull- 
man car berth was either lost or stolen be- 
tween Washington, D. C., and Chicago on a 
Pennsylvania train last Monday night. 

The money belonged to Mrs. Anna Childs 
of Washington, who was coming to visit 
her son Edward Childs of 2782 Lyman ave- 
nue, ina western suburb. It was the intention 
of Mrs. Childs to purchase a home for her 
son and surprise him with the gift. 

There were forty-nine $100 bills, five of 
$10 denomination, and ten bills of $5 each. 
They represented the savings of several 
years from a millinery business which Mre. 
Childs conducts at~the national caypftal. 
Among her customers are many society 
women of Washington. 

The loss was discovered yesterday morn- 
ing, when Mrs. Childs awoke and thr 
hand under the pillow. 


Places Money Under Pillaw. 

She remembered having placed the money 
under her head when she retired the night 
before, and thinking it had slipped from 
beneath the pillow, she carefully searched 
the berth. 

Tossing the bedding and mattress into the 
aisle of the car, Mrs. Childs, who by this 
time was frantic, made a thorough search. 
but failed to find the handkerchief with the 
money knotted in a corner. She rang for 
the porter and told him of her loss, and the 
negro hastened to notify the conductor. 

Another search was made by the employés 
of the Pullman company with no result. 
Mrs. Childs was then requested to examine 
her clothing carefully. This was done, and 
still no trace of the $5,000. 


Reports Loss to Company. 

The conductor telegraphed to the Chicago 
office and on the arrival of the train Mrs. 
Childe was met at the depot by an official of 
the Pullman company and was escorted to 
the company’s offices, where she made an 
exhaustive report of the loss. 

The only theory for the loss that could be 
advanced by employ es of the Pullman com- 
pany was that the handkerchief slipped out 
from under the pillow and fell on the floor of 
the car. Some passenger, it is supposed, in 
walking past the berth occupied by Mrs. 
Childs, found the money. 

“There is no doubt that I put the $6,000 
under my head when I went to sleep. said 
Mra. Childs, and it was not there when I 
woke upinthe morning. Whether some one 
robbed me during the night or the handker- 
chief worked out from under the pillow I am 
not able to say.“

THREE DEAD IN FAMILY FEUD 


Couple Shot at Door by Brother- 
in-Law, Who Kills Self. 


AWAITS CHANCE TWO DAYS. 


Slayer Takes Vengeance Because Pair 
Lured Wife from East. 


George Goritz and his wife, Katherine, were 
shot down in front of the rooming house in 
which they Hved at 11504 Front street, South 
Chicago, last night by their brother-in-law, 
Stephen Wiser, because they had persuaded 
his wife to run away from his home in Steel- 
ton, Pa. Eiser then shot himself. The two 
men died in a police ambulance on the way 
to the Pullman hospital, on the operating 
table of which the woman breathed her Jast 


a few minutes later. 

Eiser and Gorits married sisters, and both 
families lived in Steelton until recently. Then 
Goritz brought his wife to Chicago, hoping 
to find employment with the steel company. 
About two months ago Mrs. Goritz wrote to 
her sister, urging her to come to Chicago. 

After his wife deserted him, Eiser received 
from Goritz a friendly letter which gave him 
4 clew to her whereabouts. So far as the 
police know, there was no further communi- 
cation between them. 


Hangs Around Rooming House. 

About two days ago a man resembling 
Elser appeared near the Front street ad- 
dress, but did mot approach the house. He 
seemed to be watching for some one. Neigh- 
bors say he always kept his right hand in 
his coat pocket. 

Then he was seen to ring the bell of the 
rooming house and Joseph Kanish, the 
keeper, appeared at the door. The stranger 
inquired for Goritz and his wife, but was 
told that they were out and would not re- 
turn until 8 o’clock. He turned away, re- 
fusing to wait, and met Mr. and Mrs. Goritz 
at the foot of the steps. 

Neighbors who were out on their own door 
Steps, the night being warm, said. Goritz 
recognized the stranger, calling him Elser, 
and seemed startled by his appearance. They 
poke Hungarian, which the neighbors did 
not understand, and seemed to be quarreling. 


Shooting Follows Quarrel. 

Less than a minute after they met, Eiser 
drew a revolver and fired at point blank 
range. The first bullet plerced the left lung 
of Mrs. Gorits and the next struck her hus- 
band in the right temple. As they fell, Kiser 
shot himself, inflicting a wound in his left 
arm. He fired again and the bullet struck 
near his heart. 

After they died in the hospital, the bodies 
were taken to Cooney’s undertaking rooms 
on One Hundred and Twelfth street and 
Watt avenue, where an inquest will be held 
this morning. 

In Eiser's pockets was found the letter 
written dy Goritz that led him to believe 
his wife was in this city and which evidently 
resulted in the shooting. Then the police 
began a search for Mrs. Elser, who left 
the rooming house a few days ago. 


Wife of Slayer Found. 

They found her working as a domestic for 
John Winkler at 4194 Wayneavenue. It was 
learned that she has been ill in the county 
hospital since her arrival. 

Mrs. Elser spoke such poor English that it 
was difficult to get a connected story of the 
family feud from her. She said her husband 
was cruel to her, and that she had written to 
her sister for advice. The reply was a 
letter urging her to come to this city, and she 
had slipped away from home while her hus- 
band was at work. 

She was directed to appear at the inquest, 
where an interpreter will try to get-the com- 
plete story from her. 

Elser was 42 years old, Goritz 82 years old, 
and his wife 28 years old.

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VOTERS BEAT TOM JOHNSON 


Cleveland Mayor’s 3 Cent Carfare 
Grant Beaten in Referendum. 


BATTLE IS MOST BITTER. 


Campaign Conducted in Tents 1 Ex- 
ecutive Attacked Severely, 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 8.—{Special.]—Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson today received the most se- 
vere defeat of his career in Cleveland when 
the Schmidt street railway grant was turned 
down at the referendum election by a ma- 
jority of 3,768 votes after a campaign which 
has been the most bitter of recent years. 
The vote stood: For the grant, 31,022: 
against, 34,785. 

The Schmidt grant provided for a 8 cent 
fare line on Payne avenue for a distance of 
two and one-half miles and was intended as 
the basis of a system that would absorb all 
the franchises of the Cleveland railway com- 
pany as they expired next January, and 
force a settlement of the eight years’ fight 
on terms to suit Johnson. 


Taylor Plan as Alternative. 

With the defeat of the Schmidt grant, the 
alternative evidently desired by the public 
ig the so-called Taylor plan, suggested by 
Federal Judge Taylor, which provides that 
new grants shall be made to the Cleveland 
railway company on the basis of an income of 
6 per cent to the stockholders at a fair valua- 
tion, the fare to be as low as this income 
will allow with good service on, all lines. 


Mayor Johnson early admitted his defeat 


and stated that the fight would go on even 
though he is beaten at the mayoralty elec- 
tion in the fall. What move he will make 
next has not been announced. 

When the mayor put the Schmidt grant 
through the council the chamber of com- 
merce appointed a committee of 100, which 
selected a campaign committee and started 
an aggressive campaign against the grant. 

The mayor and his friends held several 
tent meetings nightly, the committee of citi- 
zens had two big tents filled each night, 
and ex-Mayor McKisson, who would like to 
be a candidate for mayor on the Republican 
ticket, had his own tent meetings against 
the grant. 

Many personalities were indulged in, espe- 
cially by the opposition to Johnson, which 
saw in this campaign a chance to start the 
mayoralty fight against the mayor. 


Regarded as Blow to Mayor. 

The defeat of Mayor Johnson's traction 
grant is regarded as indicating the finish of 
the mayor in Cleveland poltics. 

Years of warfare, and the miserable fail- 
ure Johnson made as a traction operator a 
year ago have aroused much feeling againet 
the mayor. It is figured now that if the 
Republicans put up a good man he will be 
defeated. 

The probabilities tonight are that County 
Clerk Charles P. Salen, formerly Johnson's 
manager, may announce himself soon as a 
candidate for the nomination against the 


mayor.

Charles, Lewiston to Try Flight 
from Riverside Tomorrow. 


FIRST TEST MAY BE A SKID. 


Inventor of ‘‘Quadruplace’’ First Eu- 
thusiastic, Then Doubtful. 


Charles Lewiston, who has taken up a 
temporary residence near Riverside, III., has 
almost completed what he calls one of the 
largest aeroplanes in existence, and says he 
will try the machine’s flying qualities prob- 
ably tomorrow. 

think the machine is bullt to fly, and will 
give it a trial as soon as the motors are put in 
place,“ was the inventor’s confident àsser- 
tion last night. 

The aeroplane measures thirty-four feet 
from front to rear and twenty-two feet 
in width. It ls composed of four canvas 
sheets twenty-two by eight feet, joined with 
a framework of Norway spruce and wires. 
Lewiston from the construction of the air- 
ship of four large canvas sheets calls the ma- 
chine a quadruplace.“ The motors and 
propellers are ready, and will be placed in 
position tomorrow morning preparatory to 
the trial of the machine's flying powers in the 
evening. 


Praises His Handiwork, 

Lewiston was enthusiastic over his handi- 
work when seen at his tent last night, and 
willingly volunteered to demonstrate the 
mechanism of the aeroplane. 

J have been here five weeks,“ he said. 
“but I did considerable work on the ma- 
chine while I was living in Chicago, The 
machine is the lightest for its size in the 
world, weighing 165 pounds as it stands, and 
the motors will put only a small additional 
weight to it. I expect to put on twelve horse- 
power motors, and the machine is built to fly 
and I am going to make it fly.“ 


First Trial May Be a Skid. 

Later Lewiston said he would try ‘! skid- 
ding on the first trials and would only go 
a few hundred yards. I will try the ma- 
chine Thursday, but possibly I will go only 
a few hundred yards here in the fleld,“ he 
admitted, and maybe I will have to build 
another aeroplane before I will succeed.“

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OPEN AIR SCHOOL STARTED 


Class of Twenty-six Begins Tu- 
bereulosis Experiment. 


TAUGHT TO PLAY AND REST. 


Children Romp and Sleep Between 
Meals and Light Studies. 


Promptly at 8:90 o’clock yesterday morning 
twenty-six excited children met at Seventy- 
sixth street and Vincennes road to attend 
the open air school which the board of edu- 
catjon and the Chicago Tuberculosis insti- 
tute will maintain for the next five weeks. 

The children, all of whom are affected by 
light forms of tuberculosis, were chosen from 
among fifty applicants in the stockyards 
district with the purpose of determining the 
benefits of such treatment as has been 
Planned, This experiment is the first of the 
sort made in any city and the school probably 
will be continued if it is found to be success-: 
ful. 

Breakfast Begins Day. 

Under the direction of William E. Watt, 
Principal of the Graham school, teachers and 
hurses provided by the institute assembled 
their new pupils and began the day’s work. 
First of all the face and hands of each one 
were washed, and then thechildren sat down 
to breakfast, also provided by the institute. 

Then the children washed the dishes. took 
their first lessons in ¢amp duties, and re- 
celved light instruction in the school build- 
ing, the tent in which the classes are to be 
held not having been delivered. There were 
frequent intermissions for play, story telling, 
and gymnastics. 


Rest Follows Luncheon. 


After luncheon there was an hour of rest, 
many of the children taking sun baths in 
large canvas chairs. After more gym- 
nastics there was another hour for sleep, 
then play, morerest, andsupper. The dishes 
were washed again, each had a shower bath, 
and, provided with car fare, the pupils were 
sent to their homes, to return this morning. 

The ildren themselves were loud in their 
praises ft the school, entering into the spirit 
of their light duties with surprising vim. 
Indeed, few of them wanted to go home at 
the close of the day. 


WATER COMMISSION TO STUDY 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL METHODS. 


Members Take Trip on Lake and Out- 
line Work of Body for the Next 
" Year. 


During the next year the Lake Michigan 
Water commission, which met in Chicago 
yesterday will devote its time principally 
to the study of the best methods of disposing 
of sewage. 

This conclusion was reached at a meeting 
of the commission Held on one of the sanitary 
district’s’ boats on a trip along the lake 
shore as far north as the Wilmette mouth 
of the new Evanston channe}j of the drainage 
canal. The trip was not taken for the pur- 
poses of inspection so muchas to provide a 
cool place for the meeting, and practically 
all the time was given up to a discussion of 
the next year’s work.

individual municipalities and villages inter- 
ested. '

BODY FOUND BY SEARCHERS, 


Witnesses Say They Saw Mrs. Wat- 
kins Fall from Sheridan’s Boat.

„My father wrote us on Monday of his 
trip and said he expected to be back with us 
in a week or two. My mother knew none of 
the detalls of how he came to his death. 

„ don’t know how much capital he rep- 
resented. His business for some time was 
closely connected with the mining fielde in 
the region of the Soo. He lived there fora 
number of years, and he will be buried near 
the place where he was drowned.” 

Mr. Fagan was 60 years old and had been 
a resident of Chicago for twelve years. 


Tell of Double Drowning. 

At the inquest over the body of Mrs. Lillian 
Watkins, the housekeeper for Robert Sheri- 
dan, who was drowned in the Calumet river 
on Sunday, three eyewitnesses testified they 
saw the woman fall overboard from Sheri- 
dan’s launch Telegraph and that Sheridan 
plunged overboard in an effort to rescue her.

Mayor Fulfilling Threat to Stop 
All Sales of Liquor There. 


SURPRISE TO THE CITIZENS. 


Gov. Marshall Urged to Aid in Putting 
Lid on Michigan City. 


Mayor Thomas E. Knotts, who wae con- 
strained to clamp the lid on all forms of 
vice in Gary, took action yesterday to prove 


Places that violated the liquor law. By his 
orders, Chief of Police Martin raided two 
of the most prominent drug stores in the 
heart of the city. 

The action of the mayor was a big surprise 
to Gary citizens, who thought he would con- 
fine his efforts to the patch,“ where fifty- 
two “ blind pigs ’’ flourished only a few days 
ago. The mayor thought he would reap a 
little revenge in the first subdivision, owned 
by the Gary Land company, which was said 
to be dry, the only two saloons having gone 
out of business by remonstrance last April. 


Beer and Wine Are Seized. 


The two drug stores raided@by the police 
are the Gary pharmacy at Sixth avenue and 
Broadway, owned by Charles Herboldt, and 
the Steele Pharmacy at Fifth avenue and 
Virginia stréet, owned by, J. Steele, former- 
ly of Chicago. 

Evidence of their operation as blind 
tigers was s€écured when Chief Martin de- 
talled two plain clothes men to the drug store, 
where whisky was served to them over the 
counter of the soda fountain. A short time 
afterward Chief Martin, armed with search 
warrants, raided the places and found nu- 
merous kegs of beer and wine. These were 
loaded into wagons and taken to the police 
station, where they were to be destroyed. 

It is said the operation of the two drug 
stores as blind pigs’’ will be reported to 
the state pharmacy board and their license 
may be revoked. Mayor Knotts has in- 
structed Chief Martin to continue to raid 
wherever he finds violations of the Mquor 
laws. Ten exjra plain clothes men have 
been added to the police force to aid in the 
“cleaning up of Gary. 

Want Lid in Michigan City. 

Attention of Gov. Marshall has been called 
to the wide open conditions existing at Mich- 
igan City, Ind., and it is expected State's 
Attorney Smith will order a grand jury in- 
vestigation. Gov. Marshall is quoted as say- 
inng he has no control of the police depart- 
ment of Michigan City and that the power 
rests with the county authorities. Doors of 
saloons were wide open last Sunday, and 
liquor was sold to all who wanted a drink. 
Leaders of the Anti-Saloon league are urging 
Gov. Marshall to detail the state militia to 
enforce the liquor law in Michigan City.

GIBBONS REPEATS 
DIVORCE ENMITY 


Cardinal Calls It Arch Enemy 
of Religion and Inimical 
to Society. 


FRIEND OF TEMPERANCE. 


Churchman Declares Prohibition 
Would Be Impractieable in 
City of Chicago. 


Cardinal Gibbons reiterated his views on 
divoree, and expressed sympathy with the 
total abstinence movement which has been 
inaugurated by the Catholic church, during 
a brief visit in Chicago yesterday. His emi- 
nence, accompanied by Bishop O'Connell of 
San Francisco, arrived shortly before noon. 
They were guests of E. O. McCormick, as- 
sistant traffic director of the Harriman lines. 
The churchmen left at 6 o'clock last even- 
ing for Salt Lake City, where Cardinal Gib- 
bons will participate in the consecration of 
the new Roman Catholic cathedral on Aug. 
15. The trip was made in Mr. McCormick's 
private car, the railroad man and Mrs. Me- 
Cormick accompanying the church digni- 
taries. ' 

Cardinal Gibbons declined to be interviewed 
until just before his departure. He met the 


newspaper men in the drawing room of Mr. 
McCormick’s car. + 


Gives Views on Divorce. 

“My views on the subject of divorce are 
well known,” said his eminence in responses 
to @ question. The church stands uncom- 
Promisingly against it. Not only lat the 
arch enemy of religion and the chu ut it 
is most inimical to society as an institution. 
I am sternly opposed to divorce. It means 
the breaking up of homes and the wrecking of 
established institutions. 

I am heartily in sympathy with the total 
abstinence movement. It is a wide move- 
ment, and I hope it will spread to the far- 
thest corners of the nation. In the rural 
portions of the country and the smaller cities 
and towns there is every sign that the move- 
ment is gaining a foothold which eventually 
will mean widespread prohibition. But how- 
ever much I favor total abstinence, I fear 
that in the great cities like Chicago it would 
prove impracticable to enforce prohibition. 
If laws providing for the revocation of H- 
censes were passed and enforced I fear the 
result would be the surreptitious sale of 


liquor. 


Deplores Revolution in Spain. 

“TI deplore the wild excesses of the revolu- 
tion in Spain and the lawlessness and chaos 
into which the nation has fallen. I have 
been greatly shocked by the tendency of the 
revolutionists to goto all excesses of crime in 
the name of liberty. My trip to the west is 
for the purpose of participating in the conse-

Governor of African Province 
and 175 Honor American. 


HE PRAISES THE COUNTRY. 


Says It Offers Great Chance for Good 
White Settlers, 


NATROBI, British East Africa, Aug. 3.— 
Theodore Roosevelt and Kermit were the 
guests of honor at a public banquet given in 
Nairobi tonight. Frederick J. Jackson, gov- 
ernor of British East Africa, was chairman, 
and 178 persons sat at the table. Capt. Sand- 
erson, the town clerk of Nairobi, read an ad- 
dress of welcome to the former president of 
the United States, andafterward handed him 
the address inclosed in a section of elephant 
tusk mounted in silver and with a silver 
chain. 

The American residents of the protector- 
ate presented Mr. Roosevelt with a tobacco 
box made of the hoof of aghinoceros, silver 
mounted; the skull of a rhinoceros, also 
mounted Ig silver; and a buffalo head. 


Praises Country and Hosts. 


Mr. Roosevelt, in reply to the toast proposed 
by Gov. Jackson, said: 

“I wish to take this opportunity to thank 
the people of British East Africa for their 
generous and courteous hospitality. I have 
had a thoroughly good time. I am immense- 
ly interested in the country and its possibil- 
ities as an abode for white men. Large 
tracts are fit for a fine population and 
healthy and prosperous settlements, and it 
would be a calamity to neglect them. But 
the settlers must be of the right type. 

I believe that one of the best feats per- 
formed by members of the white race in the 
last ten years is the building of the Uganda 
railroad. I am convinced that this country 
has a great agricultural and industrial fu- 
ture, and it is the most attractive playground 
in the world. It most certainly presents ex- 
cellent openings for capitalists, and ample 
inducements should be offered them to come 
here. The home maker and actual settler, 
and not the speculator, should be encouraged 
in making this a white man's country. 


Blacks Must Have Justice. 


„Remember that righteousness and our real 
ultimate self-interest demand that the blacks 
be treated justly. I have no patience with 
sentimentalists, and I think that senti- 
mentality does more harm to individuals 
than brutality. Therefore I believe in help- 
ing the missionary of whatever creed who is 
laboring sincerely and disinterestedly with 
practical good sense. 

It ie natural that I should have apeculiar 
feeling for the settlers. They remind me of 
the men in our west with whom I worked and 
in whose aspirations I so deeply sympa- 
thize.’’ 

In conclusion Mr. Roosevelt drew a com- 
parison of the conditions as he had found 
them in British East Africa with those that 
confronted the pioneers of western America.

Dr. Hans Mauthner, the Rothschilds’ 
family lawyer, sid de could not admit that 
Oskar had committed suicide, but, even as- 
suming that such was the case, members 
of the family were unable to discover any 
motive for such an act and they were en- 
tirely in the dark about the painful affair. 
Regarding the conflicting stories as to Os- 
kars attachment to Olga Menn and the 
Vienna girl, Dr. Mauthner said it was pos- 
sible that the baron had two love affairs. 

The Rothschild children, said Dr. Mauth- 
ner, were most carefully and _ atrictly 
brought up and it was impossible that any 
of them could entertain the idea of getting 
married without the full consent of the 
parents—a fact which was traditional in 
the family. Oskar was always in the best 
of spirits. There was not the slightest 
reason to imagine that he contemplated sui- 
cide,

clerks, have agreed to pay the expenses 
of auy of their employés afflicted with this 
disease. The great Brockton shoe fecto- 
ries maintain medical inspection and tu- 
berculosis classes for the benefit of the 
workmen. The most interesting experi- 
ment, however, in checking the ravages 
ef tuberculosis is one of self-help among 
factories in Hartford, Conn., where 10,000 
workmen are banded together to fight the 
pest. Each factory is a center operating 
for itself. It elects its ogvn officers and 
makes its own plans for raising funds, to 
which the employers contribute a sum 
equal to that raised by the employés. 
The chairmen of the various factory cen- 
ters meet four times a year and compare 
notes and plans for the future and also 
elect an executive committee of an ad- 
visory character, this committee being in 
closer connection with hospitals and pa- 
tients than the workmen can be. 

This plan of codperation as well as 
that of self-help with the assistance of 
employers is eminently practical, and good 
results are already manifest. The great 
employers of labor in Chicago and the 
labor leaders of the city may find matter 
for thought in this Massachusetts report. 
There are few employers who would re- 
fuse to codperate with their employés in 
the beneficent work of fighting tubercu- 
losis. .

So little is known of the new chancellor of 


the German empire abroad that every item 


of information concerning him should be of 


interest. To the various notes which I have 
already printed in these letters on the sub- 
ject I would add the following: Dr. yon Beth- 
mann-Hollweg holds at the present moment 
the rank of captain of cavalry on the reserved 
list of the First regiment of dragoons of the 
guard, of which corps he is entitled to wear 
the uniform. 

His predecessor in office, Prince Buelow. isa 
major general on the reserve list of the army, 
Promotion to that rank from his lieutenant 
coloneley having come to him through the 
emperor about three years ago. Bismarck 
was @ field marshal. It is probable that the 
new chancellor will ere long be advanced to 
a full colonelcy if not to the grade of major 
general, as being more in keeping with his 
civilian dignities than a mere captgeincy. 

As chancellor he has a right to a military 
A. D. C., ho is either a captain or a lieuten- 
ant colonel. It is obvious, therefore, that he 
cannot be left in his present rank. 

The grandfather of the new chancellor was 
a fellow student of the late prince consort at 
Bonn, and Queen Victoria in her printed de- 
scription of her visit to Germany to the 
scenes of her husband's childhood at Coburg 
and of his student life at Bonn mentions the 
fact of Maurice von Bethmann-Hollweg 
being presented to her at Bonn as one of the 
prince consort’s most intimate college chums. 


— 
In St. Petersburg fociety it is insisted that 
the new German chancellor has a strain of 
the blood of the imperial house of Romanoff 
in his veins. During the great wars which 
signalized the-close of the reign of the first 
Napoleon, Emperor Alexander I., as well as 
Frederick Wiliam III. of Prussia and Em- 
peror Francis of Austria, made their head- 
quarters at Frankfort, in the hospitable 
house of the banker Maurice Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, great-grandfather of the chancellor. 
The banker's wife was a beautiful and fasci- 
nating woman, and it is insisted there was a 
romance between the lady of the house and 
the Russian monarch, who was.a man of ex- 
tremely susceptible heart. 


It is added that the son who was born inthe 


following spring was not the offspring of ths 
banker but of the czar. That son became 
minister of public worship of Prussia and the 
grandfather of the new chancellor. 

The Bethmann-Hollwegs were likewise the 
intimate friends and bankers of the famous 
Mme. de Stael, who frequently enjoyed their 
hospitality. It was largely, thanks to their 
efforts, that she managed to recover from the 
French government the several millions of 
francs belonging to her father which had 
been confiseated some time before his demise, 
and it was while under their roof, too, that 
she received the news of the shocking death 
of her only son, an officer of the Swedish 
army, in a saber duel with a Cossack officer, 
who with a sweeping blow of his sword liter- 
ally sliced young Baron de Stael’s head off, 
so that it rolled on the ground. 

Theobald von Bethmann-Hollweg as the 
successor of Prince Buelow will receive emol- 
uments almost as large as those of the presi- 
dent of the United States. As chancellor of 
the German empire he draws $25,000 a year 


in salary and frais de representation 


that is to say, table allowances—besides en- 
joying a fully furnished official residence in 
the shape of the former Schulenburg-Radai- 
will palace, in the Wilhelmstrasse, at Berlin. 
This palace, with its beautiful and shady 
gardens, is maintained for him free of cost 
at government expense, He is also foreign 
secretary for the empire and as such re- 
celves $12,500 a year in salary and allow- 
ances.

King Ferdinand’s coronation as czar of Bul- 
garia has again been postponed. It was orig- 
inally intended chat it should take place last 
May. Then it was decided to defer it until 
the autumn, and foreign governments were 
warned thereof, with the intimation that spe- 
cla! embassies for the occasion would be cor- 
dially welcomed at Sofia. Now, however, 
new obstacles have arisen. They have heen 
raised by the cabinet and by the clergy. 

The cabinet takes the ground that the cor- 
onation and consecration of Ferdinand as 
king of Bulgaria cannot be celebrated until 
after the convocation of the grand national 
assembly, which, according to the terms of 
the constitution, alone ig competent to ratity 
the new state of things brought about by the 
proclamation of Buigaria's independence, 
The convening of the assembly, however, 
necessitates the holding of a new parlia- 
mentary genera! election, and as the Malinoff 
cabinet {8 doubtful as to whether it would be 
assured of a majority in the event of an ap- 
peal to the country it ie opposed to contest. 

Then, too, the Bulgarian clergy have raised 
sevious difficulties to a coronation. Accord.

Huckaback makes an excellent towel for 
one who likes a rough surface.

Make a cream sauce by melting one teble- 
spoonful of butter, adding, when it is hot, 
one tablespoonful of flour. Cook until smooth 
and frothy, then add one-half pint of milk, 
and salt to taste. Let this come to a boll, 
stirring to keep it free from lumps, and cook 
until it is smooth and thick. Have the 
cooked fish free from bones and in small 
pieces, pour in the cream sauce and let all 
get hot. If the dish seems scant in quantity 
pour the fish over pieces of well browned 
toast, and add a poached egg for each mem- 
ber of the family.

Cucumber Jelly. 


If novelty is desired, still another variation | 


may be found in a cucumber jelly, which may 
be prepared without great difficulty. Peel 
four cucumbers and cut them in thin slices; 
then put them to cook in a quart of cold 
water, adding one small onion, sliced, and 
sufficient salt and pepper to season. Let the 
saucepan remain so far from the fire that its 
contents can do no morethaneimmer, When 
the cucumbers are tender, add two table- 
spoonfuls of gelatin that has previously been 
dissolved in water. and strain into a mold to 
cool, When ready for the table this jelly 
may be served in the place of salad, or it may 
be used to garnish cold meats. It is also 
possible to serve it in combination with fresh 
cucumbers. In this case the freshly sliced 
cucumbers are molded with the jelly, after 
which the dish is served with a mayonnaise 
dressing. The most appropriate mayon- 
naise for a cucumber jelly salad is one that 
has been tinted green by the introduction of 
a liberal quantity of previously scalded and 
finely chopped parsley. This has a delicious 
flavor. 


It is, of course, somewhat easier to mold | 


the aspic jelly into a single large form, and 
for the family luncheon or dinner that way 
of serving does well. But with a trifle more 
trouble the most attractive effects may be 
produced by the use of the individual molds. 
What could be more appetizing, on those 
sultry days at the end of summer when noth- 
ing appeals to one, than a nest of crimp green 
lettuce leaves, holding a delicate shape of 
scarlet tomato jelly; or cucumber jelly served 
the same way—a symphony in green?

CROP PROSPECTS BEARISH. 


Heavy Corn Liquidation Is Started; 
Oats Shorts Take Profits. 


Wheat prices were again under heavy 
re of Hquidating sales yesterday and 
worked much lower, support of an important 
kind being entirely lacking most of the time. 
An initial bulge was caused by a compar- 
atively firm tone to the Liverpool market, 
but ‘offerings flooded the pit on the upturn 
and determined efforts were made to force 
values lower. Both the Armour and Bart- 
lett-Patten interests were aggressive sellers, 
and there was a general Nquidation of long 
lines by tired and disgusted holders. Re- 
ports from the northwest were bearish h and 
the big yielde estimated in the spring wheat 
country furnished the bears with plenty of 
ammunition. Final quotations were 1%@1o 
lower. 
Damage Reports Are Ignored. 
Northwestern advices alleging serious 
damage from hail storms and heat were 
disregarded, and about the only buy was 
by shorts anxious to take profits, and, late 
in the day, against the downs. From the 
southwest came advices of much larger 
yields than expected earlier in the season, 
and this with continued Mberal receipts 
added to the discomfiture of the bulls. Many 
traders who had wheat bought higher up 
in the expectation that either one or the 
other of the big interests would lend the 
market support, unloaded unceremoniously, 
causing the execution of the stop loss orders 
throughout the session. At times the mar- 
ket appeared to be on the verge of demoraliz- 
ation, so incessant was the stream of selling 
orders. Commission houses bought a little 
wheat on resting orders. Outside markets 
were as weak or weaker than the local ex- 
change. 
Northwestern Markets Weak, 
Minneapolis led in the price slump and the 
utter indifference shown to damage reports 
by the northwestern market did much to 
discourage holders. Black rust reports were 
received from a number of points, but no 
serious damage was clatmed. In ten days 
harvesting will probably be general through- 
out the spring wheat country on both sides 
of the international boundary. All indica- 
tions point to one of the largest, if not the 
largest, spring wheat crops ever raised. 
| Betimates of yields in winter wheat states 
are being raised continually.
